Excess Cotton 
Draws Penalty 
Unless Destroyed 


Farmers who have excess cotton 
acreage must either ‘‘plow under’ 
the excess or be subject to penalty. 


Representatives of the Tulare: 


County ASC committee began 
measurement of 1955 cotton acre- 
age on June 1; farmers who have 
been notified that their planted 
acreage exceeds their allotment 
must destroy the excess within 20 
days, and so notify the ASC com- 
mittee, or become subject to pen- 
alty. 

According to the ASC commit- 
tee, the penalty ‘must be paid 
even though no cotton is marketed 
from the farm. Rate of penalty 
is: 50 percent of cotton parity 
price as of June 15, 1955. Pen- 
alty rate for extra long staple is 
the higher rate of 50 per cent of 
parity as of June 15, 1955, or 50 
ber cent of the 1955. support price 
for such cotton.’’ 

In addition to plowing down ex- 
cess cotton within 20 days of noti- 
fication of excess, and notifying 
the ASC committee, a plowdown 
charge of $5.00, plus 10 cents for 
each acre or fraction of an acre 
destroyed is assessed the farmer. 


Unless the ASC office is notified 
and the fee paid, it is stated, it 
will be assumed the farmer has 
decided to keep his excess cotton 
and pay the penalty.

IMPROVED 
OUTLOOK 
FOR POULTRY 


An improved outlook for poul- 
try in 1955, as compared to 1954, 
is seen by statisticians of the Cali- 
fornia Crop and Livestock Report- 
ing service, who state that egg 
prices through March, 1955, have 
been approximately: equal to a 
year ago, but because the number 
of flock replaceement chicks 
hatched has been considerably be- 
low the same period in 1954, num- 
ber of layers, and egg production, 
should decline sufficiently later 
in the year to strengthen egg 
prices. 

Producers of broilers and fryers 
have been receiving better prices 
|the first quarter of 1955 than the 
\year before. The situation during 
the remainder of the year will de- 
pend primarily on the volume of 
production. Total output is ex- 
pected to differ little from 1954. 

The turkey hatching season 
started slowly in 1955 with 18 per 
cent fewer heavy breed and 22 
per cent fewer light breed poults 
hatched from January through 
March in comparison with the 
same period in 1954. However, a 
larger April hatch is in prospect 
and conditions seem to be shaping 
up for a large hatch the latter 
part of the season. 

Therefore, the 1955 crop of tur- 
keys might turn out to be close in 
eize to the 1954 crop, despite the 
original intentions of growers to 
raise fewer turkeys. 

Combined production of all poul- 
try commodities on California 
farms in 1954 exceeded the 1953 
output, with record levels of pro- 
duction being attained for eggs 
and commercial meat chickens. 
The production of eggs totaled 
4% billion, seven per cent more

PROMOTION — 
IS URGED 


More promotional work, aimed 
at increasing per capita consump- 
tion of milk and dairy products, 
was urged by W. C. Jacobsen, 
state director of agriculture, when 
he spoke last Thursday evening 
at a meeting of the Western Dairy- 
men’s association in Tulare, —_— 

He pointed out that per capita — 
consumption of milk has dropped 
in California since 1952 from 
142.31 quarts per year to 140 
quarts. 

This factor, he said, offsets the — 
fact that California’s daily popu- 
lation gain of 1,160 persons of- 
fers a constantly increasing poten- | 
tial market for milk and dairy ~ 
products. Me 

Mr. Jacobsen also said that the 
drop in consumption occurred dur- é 
ing a period when retail prices of 
milk were twice reduced. 

He told dairymen that the high © 
quality of California milk is rec- 
ognized throughout the nation; he 
said that Americans get 30 per 
cent of their food value from dairy 
products. : 
| State Senator J. Howard Wil- 
liams, who also spoke, said that 
dairy quality standards in Tulare 
county are the highest in the Unit- 
ed States; that while surplus pro- 
duction is a problem, quality must 
still be kept up. 

Dr. Robert B. Morrish, Fresno 
dentist, said that to reverse a los- 
ing battle against tooth decay, a 
program of dental health educa- 
tion should be in operation in the 
first three grades of school, with 
milk as the key to the whole pro- 
gram.

Commercial broiler and’ fryer 
crop of 50 million birds was three 
per cent larger than the previous 
year. Ten million turkeys and 29 
million farm chickens were.raised, 
one per cent and six per cent, re- 
spectively, more than were raised — 
in 1953. 

A record number of chicks were 
hatched by commercial hatcheries, 
with the 1954 output of 107 mil- — 
lion being five per cent greater 
than for the previous year. Tur- 
key poult production, exceeded the 
1953 hatch by one per cent. 

Unfavorable economic conditions 
were prevalent in the poultry in- 
dustry during 1954. Prices of all 
poultry commodities were the low- 
est in 10 years or more. For indi- 
vidual commodities, average 1954 
farm prices were below 1953 pric- 
es by the following percentages: 
eggs, 28 per cent; broilers and 
fryers, 10 per cent; turkeys, 15 
per cent; and farm chickens, 26 
per cent. 

The cost of poultry feed during 
the year was near the level of 
1953. Consequently poultry feed 
ratios were very low — the lowest 
of any year since records began in 
1941. Prior to 1954 and during 
the years of record, the lowest ra- 
tios were recorded in 1962 for 
eggs and turkeys and in 1953 for 
chickens. The highest ratios were 
in 1943 for all items. Cash farm 
receipts dropped from $302 million 


in 1953 to $247 million in 1964, 
a reduction of 18 per cent.

lrrometer Takes 


(Continued From Page 1) 
through conservation of soil nu- 
trients which formerly were lost 
by leaching, due to over-irriga- 
tion. 

These farmers are mostly citrus 
growers in the southern part of 
the state where the majority of 
experiments with the Irrometer 
have been conducted, due to the 
machine’s development in that 
area. But, field tests with other 
crops this past year, seem to indi- 
cate its practicability to any irri- 
gation problem. 

Technically, the instrument is 
described as a tension meter with 
a hermetically sealed guage that is 
activated by a vacuum. In usage, 
it registers the available soil mois- 
ture in terms of atmospheric hun- 
dredths. Ivrometers are placed at 
strategic intervals in fields and 
groves and at varying degrees of 
soil depths to record the moisture 
at the surface, the feeder root zone 
and the root density zone. 

Readings are taken about every 
48 hours during the irrigating 
season. When the dial hand on 
the guage drops to a warning posi- 
tion, irrigation is started; when 
it registers in the safety zone, ir- 
rigation is complete. Naturally, 
the time element will vary with 
types of soil. 

Experience has shown that the 
total water used during the season 
by using the Irrometer method, 
will be about the samé or slightly 
less than before, but that the fre- 
quency of irrigations will be in- 
creased. This, of course, results 
because water is applied as the 
plants require it, as indicated on 
the machine’s dial, rather than 
waiting for the ‘willow in the 
hollow to show signs of wilt.” 

Being an old “willow wilter ir- 
rigator”’ myself, and a sentamen- 
talist to boot, I kind of hate to see 
the old willow relegated to the 
realm of the dodo. I admit that 
as a barometer for forecasting the 
plants’ water requirements, it had 
its faults, but at least I could sit 
in its shade.
